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CONGRESS NEEDS IKE FOR 54 
The new lawmaker* in Washington hardly 
have had time to break off admiring their 
names on their office doors, but it’s already 
the season lo worry about keeping them 
there. 
The 1954 congressional elections are criti­ 
cal for tho majority Republicans. Their hold 
on the Senate is 48 to 47, with Senator 
Morse, the independent, tilling out the roster. 
Tho GOF margin in tho House is 221 to 210, 
with one independent and three vacancies. 
Not much of a turnover would bo required 
to put one or both of tho two houses back 
in Democratic hands. A House majority is 
218. 
The three vacancies, in Illinois. South 
Carolina and Kentucky, are in districts nor­ 
mally Democratic. Furthermore, in the 1952 
elections, the GOP picked up three House 
seats in Virginia and one in North Carolina. 
These four will be extremely hard to hold. 
With the marked exception of 1954, two 
years after Franklin D. Roosevelt’s first 
election, the trend in off-year elections has 
been toward the minority party. Louis Bean, 
well-known election statistician, once calcu­ 
lated that on the average this pickup for the 
minority ranged from 25 to 50 seats.

New York, May 5 <JP>—Prices 
are moving on a two-way street 
this week as buyers and sellers 
adjust to new business conditions. 
Stock prices have made their 
best advance of the year this 
week—but corporate bond prices 
have 
slumped 
because 
traders 
think their yields aie too low in 
a new day of dearer money. 
The cost of U. S. Treasury bor­ 
rowing jumped again this week 
fo a new 20-year high on 91-day 
hills—and the price of Treasury 
bonds have slipped to record lows. 
Mortgage interest rates are go­ 
ing up—but the government re­ 
ports that fewer new homes have 
bern started so far this spring 
than last.

assists 
newcomers to settle in this coun­ 
try. 
He said that the Joint Distribu­ 
tion Committer, known in Europe 
as the “Joint’’ and a continuing 
target of Soviet attack, is provid­ 
ing relief, welfare and medical aid 
to the escarps, and the United 
Israel Appeal is making provision 
for the transfer of many of them 
to Israel. 
Noting that 2.500.000 Jews live

was really a drastic ju mp in rate, 
whgn you consider that for years 
the 
government 
has 
borrowed 
money for 2 X > per cent <and mu ch 
less for short terms I. I u sed the 
woids “drastic ju m p” and yet it 
refers to a mere

In billions this repiesents a large 
su m; in a hu ndred-dollar loan, it 
doesn’t amou nt to mu ch. The man 
on the street is not mu ch im­ 
pressed with figu res as small as 
these. They do not register as be-

borrowing habits of the average 
consu mer for some time to come. 
When a family bu ys a washing m a ­ 
chine on time, or even a hou se on 
a long-term mortgage, the interest 
the family pays has very little in­ 
flu ence u pon the pu rchase. What 
decides the qu estion is merely how- 
small the down payments are and 
how moderate the monthly pay­ 
ments. Few families stop t<f an­ 
alyze the cost of borrowing the 
money. It is like the “take-home- 
pay” problem. Workers calcu late 
their wages on what they get in 
the envelope; not on their fu ll pay- 
less tax es. 
Certainly, what borrowers don’t 
know abou t interest 
does 
hu rt 
them. Moreover, inasmu ch as the 
trend of interest rates affects the 
price-trends of bonds, and of the 
cost of doing bu siness, this eco­ 
nomic factor (which people gener­ 
ally don’t know abou t > is of ex ­ 
traordinary significance and can 
severely hu rt all of u s when it 
reaches a point where it becomes 
a deadening load on bu siness. 
The Ru minator dou bts that the 
initial step of the Eisenhower Ad­

money” (in tu rn, to cu rb infla­ 
tion) is a warning of worse to 
come, becau se the administration 
is committed to helping, not in­ 
ju ring. bu siness. 
Indeed, it looks 
as if the treasu ry went a bit too 
far in advancing long-term rates 
to 3*4 per cent, and a slight shift 
in the other direction wou ld not 
be su rprising. However, ou r dis­ 
cu ssion here is mainly to empha­ 
size the thou ght that money prob­ 
lems are of ex treme importance, 
yet are problems the general pu b­ 
lic gives little heed to.

There is an old saying—“W hat 
you don't know won t hurt you.” 
From an economic standpoint that 
saying never had any truth in it; 
it vias one of those delusions to tx* 
contrary to! 
From today’s international po­ 
litical standjxunt 
the saying 
is 
downright dangerous. 
The Rum inator thinks we should 
turn the saying around and add to 
it. for the sake of realism: “W hat 
you don't know is surely likely to 
hurt you; and what you think you 
know may hurt you even more.” 
This sounds rather cynical, I 
grant you, hut let'se see where it 
leads us. 
We mentioned the eco­ 
nomic standpoint first, abo^e. so 
we’ll consider that angle ahead of 
the political. 
It so happens that the factors 
which influence the economic and 
business cycle —the 
swing 
from 
goo*’ to had business, and reverse 
— lie sin the field of money and 
credit. 
Don t m isunderstand me; 
I do not mean to imply that th e re 
are not other factors, liecause ol 
course there arc: 
Basically, for 
example, 
what 
people do 
with 
their money isave it or spend it t 
has a powerful effect on business; 
but when you trace that flack you. 
find it influenced hy credit and 
m onetary 
conditions 
that 
may 
have develojied long fiefore |xoplo 
“felt it” and translated it into sav­ 
ing or spending. 
Money and credit comprise .such 
a complex subject that jieople gen­ 
erally know little aix>ut it. 
Take the present situation as 
an example. The government has 
just taken a sensational step for­ 
ward in its borrowing program 
by hiking th* interest 
rate on

was really a drastic jum p in rate. 
when you consider that tor years 
the 
governm ent 
has

In billions this rep*events a large 
sum; in a hundred-dollar loan, it 
doesn t amount to much. The man 
on the street is not much im­ 
pressed with figures as small as 
these.

Stanky Is Ousted, 
Protests Contest

Brooklyn, May 7 i.P>—Can a 
fielder obstruct 
a 
base 
runner 
while lying on the ground? 
The question was raised by St. 
Louis M anager Eddie Stanky to­ 
day following a decision by U m ­ 
pire Jocko eonian in last night’s 
game between the Cardinals and 
Brooklvn won by the Dodgers. 7-3. 
The decision set off a heated a r ­ 
gument Itotween Stanky and e o n ­ 
ian that resulted in the m anagers 
expulsion which was immediately 
followed by S tanky’s official pro­ 
test of the game. 
Here is what happened. 
The Dodgers were batting in the 
sixth inning with Duke Snider on 
I third. Jackie Robinson on second 
and Roy Campanella a t bat. Cam ­ 
py smashed a hard grounder to the 
right of shortstop Solly Bemus, 
scoring Snider. 
i 
Bemus dove headlong for the 
hall which eluded his glove. Rob­ 
inson collided with him while he 
was on the ground and he. too. 
was knocked down, but regained 
his feet and stumbled to third. 
Third base umpire Tom Gorman 
made no call on the play but e o n ­ 
ian ran down the base line and 
waved Jackie home, ruling that 
Bemus had obstructed the runner. 
Stanky catapulted out of the dug­ 
out and argued in vain with e o n ­ 
ian. 
The expulsion and protest 
followed. 
“I based my judgment on ob­ 
struction.” eonian explained later. 
“The ball w a sqpast the infield. 
I 
don’t say that it was intentional 
but Bemus already had a chance 
to field the ball and Robinson 
couldn’t change his direction.’’ 
S tan k y H its R o o f 
Stanky hit the roof when Con- 
lan’s explanation was relayed to 
him. 
“Bemus was diving after the 
ball,” he said. 
“How he can ob­ 
struct anyl)ody while lying on the 
I ground I don’t know. 
The way I 
see it, the rule applies only to in­ 
tent of interference or obstruc­ 
tion. 
Even eonian admits there 
was no intent.

“I can't understand eonian. He’s 
a very good umpire, one of the 
best and I have the utmost re­ 
spect for him. But he blew that 
one. Heck, there were three other 
umpires on the field and he has 
to call it from home plate. W hy 
didn’t Gorman rule obstruction? 
He was closest to the play. How 
can the plate umpire call it? 
“At first he said it was either 
an 
interference, 
obstruction 
or 
judgment play. Then after he has 
time to think it over, he settles 
for obstruction. That a good bat­ 
ting average, one out of three, 
j .333.” 
The versions of Hemus and Rob­ 
inson differed somewhat too.

"The next thing I knew he (Rob­ 
inson) kicked me in the head.”
